Anyone interested in having a hangar is 
invited to attend, as well as residents 
with a concern about the airport. 

The city plans to rent the land for the 
hangars to the pilots’ association for one 
dollar a year. 

The association will build the new 
hangars along the east side of the 
airport and tear down the old ones after 
the new accommodations are finished. 

The west side will then be used as a 
tie-down area. 

At present the six hangars that the 


city owns bring the city $40 apiece in 
monthly revenue, but insurance and 
maintenance are paid out of that 
amount. 


Under the new arrangement, the 
original cost and the maintenance of the 
buildings will be borne by the as- 
sociation. 


The city, however, has grossed most 
of its airport profit from the gas that is 
sold. Clifton said the figure is close to 
$50,000 gross a year. With the new and 
more numerous hangars, the city can

Among those changing ownership 
have been Bogema’s Pharmacy, The 
Li’t Pub and Gil Coon’s Furniture. 

New stores to open in the downtown 
area have been Wickerville Station, 
Great Lakes Trading Co. and Next Door 
Neighbor. 

Renovations have been made at the 
Boyne River Inn, Little Lena’s Wine 
Cellar and the Railroad Building. 

. Next Door Neighbor, located in the 
theater block, is and is not a new 
business, because Anne Thurston and 
Mary Cassidy, her daughter, started 
making up patchwork kits about 10 
years ago upstairs in the Railroad 
Building and retailing them through 
advertising in ‘‘Good Housekeeping’ 
magazine. 

They changed over to wholesaling, 
and now, with the opening of the shop, 
the two women cover the whole spec- 
trum of marketing. 

"The shop is: full of color—contem- 
porary quilting is vivid, and applied to 
all manner of things besides bed quilts. 

“We're going to have a Christmas 
mitt in a fall issue of ‘‘Good House- 
keeping,’’ Cassidy said. 

. Much of their work is done by hand 
with help from needle women in the 
area. ‘We didn’t have to go very far 
afield to find some excellent quality,”’ 
Thurston said. 

The shop carries other gift items as 
well, made by area crafts people. .

Chase’s husband, Leo Chase, works for 
Consumers Power. 

Chase said she is also helped part- 
time by Ann DiMartino. 

Actually Chase also manages a 
similar store in Charlevoix. Describing 
the stores, Chase said, ‘‘A good word 
for us is import store.”’ 

Right now she is awaiting the holiday 
shipment—festive kimonas and other 
oriental fashions, children’s toys, and 
holiday gifts. 

Chase has a big greeting card 
department. And another popular fea- 
ture is the Wishbook. 

Customers may list their birthday in 
the Wishbook—or their wedding date or 
anniversary. 

“Then we take you through the 
store,’’ Chase said, ‘‘and you tell us 
what you like.”’ 

Later on, friends and family can come 
in the select something listed for that 
person and know they are buying what 
he or she would like. 

Another business family is the Huff's 
who have bought Bogema’s Drug Store. 

Robert Huff worked for Perry Drugs 
in Oxford for seven years. 

Nancy Huff was a special education‘ 
teacher. 

Huff said when they found Bogema’ s 
was for sale, ‘‘that was it.”’ 

He said they will keep the jewelry and 
pharmacy departments, and ‘‘will em- 
phasize health and beauty.” 

At the Grand Opening in Septem- 
ber, customers will find the store will 
have added new lines in health and 
beauty aids, and radios and calcula- 
tors, also. 

And the winner at guessing how 
many pills there are in a large old 


pharmacy jar will take home a Kodak 
disc camera, Huff said. 

While the senior Huffs are up front, 
their two children, Donovan and Char- 
ity, are busy in rooms at the rear of the 
store—in true Boyne City fashion. 

Another well-known business is also 
changing hands. Gil Coon’s Furniture 
has been purchased by John Streu of 
Bay City. 

Streu is at present manager of a 
Bishop Young furniture store. As the 
new owner of Gil Coon’s, Streu with his 
son, will continue selling furniture at 
the Lake Street address. A grand 
opening is planned for December 1. 

Helen Coon, who until four years ago, 
managed her husband’s business since 
his death in 1969, said she will miss the 
business and all its associations with the 
community. But she said she does feel 
that the store will be in good hands. 

Gil and Helen Coon came to Boyne 
City in 1935, Coon was a salesman, then 
store manager for a Kalamazoo Fur- 
nace Company outlet in Boyne City. In 
1962 he expanded the prosperous 
business to include furniture. 

Starting on Water Street where Rainy 
Day Lady is located, the Coon’s 
business moved several times before 
teaching its present location. 

In the last four years since Helen 
Coon retired, the store has been 
managed by her daughter Janet Pear- 
son of Gaylord. 

Next door, a new Palladian exterior 
marks Lena’s Wine Cellar, a restaur- 
ant where Little Lena’s Pizza used to be. 

But Gino Longo and Maurivio Bac- 
ciocchi, who own and manage the 
restaurant, managed to keep Little 
Lena’s in the process. One big wooden 
door is for pizzas and the other for 
restaurant dining.

expect much more in gasoline revenues. 

The proposed contract between the 
city and the association will be for 20 
years. The city’s only cost in the new 
building program will be in clearing the 
site before construction. 

The plans meet Federal Aviation 
Administration lines, Clifton said, and 
the building process would be checked 
by the city engineer. 

The commission agreed on pursuing 
the association proposal. ‘‘Sounds great 
—moving forward!’’ said commissioner 
Bill Grimm. 


Smith gets 


Water St. 
contract 


C.H. Smith Co. is scheduled to begin 
renovating the second block of Water 
Street in downtown Boyne City on 
September 7. 

The city commission awarded the 
$72,385 contract for the work to the 
Hayes Township firm at a special 
meeting Wednesday, August 265. 


Smith submitted the lowest of seven 
bids, which went as high as $118,000. 

The contract includes installation of 
new water and sewer mains and 
construction of a new roadway and 
sidewalks along Water from Park to 
East. 


Last autumn, the block from Lake to 
Park was reconstructed. 

The work is necessary, city officials 
have said, because new water and 
sewer lines are needed. The city has 
been losing hundreds of thousands of 
gallons a year from its water system 
just because of leaks in pipes. 


The state health department has 
pinpointed the downtown area as the 
location where a disproportionate 
amount of that loss is occurring. 

A substantial water savings has been 
noted since the first block was 
reconstructed and work was done on 
Front Street. 


The city will also install decorative 
lights and trees along the block. The 
10 lights will be the same as those 
installed last year on the first block. 
The trees and lighting were not 
included in the construction 
specifications or bids. 

The city had budgeted $112,600 for 
its capital improvement program, but 
that included $10,000 for putting 
traffic islands in front of the Country 
Star Plaza on North Lake Street. 
That project has been scrapped for 
this year. 


With another $10,000 set aside for 
the lights and $15,000 for engineering, 
$77,600 was left for construction. 
Smith’s bid was the only one that 
came in at less than the budgeted 
amount. 

The money to pay for the project is 
coming from federal revenue sharing. 
The $10,000 not spent at the Country 
Star is mostly offset in the city - 
budget by a $8,000 cut in revenue 
sharing. 


The Country Star project, however, 
was put off for a year because mer- 
chants and the city could not agree on 
a plan, not because of the funding cut. 

Other bids were received from 
Manthei Development of Charlevoix, 
$79,462; M.J. Cataldo Excavating of 
Flint, $92,348; M&M Excavating of 
Gaylord, $93,839; Hardman Con- 
struction of Ludington, $99,103; Sch- 
worm of Traverse City, $107,278; and 
Hodgkiss & Douma of Petoskey, 
$118,080. 


Four other firms requested bid 
applications but did not return them 
by the Tuesday, August 24; bid 
opening. 

Work is expected to be papas © by 
the end of October.

St. Matthews 1st nun 
‘pastoral minister’

Sister Lisa doesn’t wear a 
habit. But she has been known to 
wear a clown suit — if that is 
what’s needed to reach a young 
hospital patient. 

The Catholic nun is the first 
sister at St. Matthews and St. 
Augustine, and parishioners in 
Boyne City and Boyne Falls are 
likely to find some changes in the 
church because of her presence. 

First off, they'll find Sister Lisa 
in her office — or, more likely, out 
of her office. 

That office is in the rectory — 
which traditionally has been the 
priest’s home and office. 

And instead of being cloistered 
in a convent, Sister Lisa lives in a 
log cabin in Boyne Falls. 

Breaks with tradition run a lot 
deeper than that, though. : 

Sister Lisa will be a pastoral 
minister, aiding Father Dennis 
Stillwell in ways which nuns were 
not permitted to until a few years 
ago. 

The idea of a pastoral ministry 
is relatively new in the Catholic 
church, she says, and many of the 
things she now does were once 
reserved for an assistant pastor. 

Along with her other duties, 
Sister Lisa will conduct prayer 
services and give communion. 
Only ordained priests can 
celebrate the sacraments, she 
points out, but nuns in some 
diocese now handle many tasks 
formerly considered to be strictly 
the domain of the priest. 

In her pastoral ministry, Sister 
Lisa is reaching out to the people 
of the parish. In her. first two 
weeks here, she visited about 50 
homes with the aide of Walter 
Gibes, whom she says has acted 
as her ‘‘navigator,” converting 


rural route box numbers into 


homes. 

This home visitation, she says, 
is also part of the change in the 
church since Vatican II. Fifty 


years ago, she said, the church 


centered around the pope, 
bishops, priests and nuns. Now, 
the emphasis is on the people of 
the parish. 


» “The people are the church — all 


peices: she says. 


“Father Denny,” as Stillwell is 


known. throughout the  com- 
munity, wants her to work with 


; the people of the parish to help 


them” see the need ‘for : their 


talents to be: ‘developed: and to. 


support them in using . those 
talents, she says.

already in the works. A wall has 
been removed so the choir, which 
was behind it, can be seen. 

Sister Lisa, who arrived at St. 
Matthews in mid-August, will 
conduct special educational 
programs, participate in Sunday 
worship and prayer groups, be 
the director of the liturgy, 
counsel and ‘‘do whatever is 
needed”’ to bring the church and 
its people closer together. 

“Doing whatever is needed’’ can 
take the form of counseling, 
educating or even a little 
clowning. 

Soon after her arrival, Sister 
Lisa was called upon to visit a 
young girl at Charlevoix Area 
Hospital. But the four-year-old 
did not respond well to the nun’s 
visit. 

So Sister Lisa got into her clown 
outfit and returned — with the 
aid of Lynda Christensen — to 
the hospital, where Susie Sun- 
shine cheered up the youngster. |

Sister Lisa is a member of the 
Sisters of St. Dominic com- 
munity in Grand Rapids. She 
entered religious life 29 years 
ago, in 1953. 

Father Denny found out about 
her through a letter she sent the 
bishop at the Gaylord diocese. 
After he interviewed her, Sister 
Lisa signed a contract “with the 
priest. and parish.” 

She will be formally introduced 
to the parish this Sunday, 
September 6. , 

Her assignment at St. Mat- 
thews is her second outside the 
traditional role of nun as teacher. 
For 6% years she was the first 
nun at a parish in Manistee. 

Before that she taught, mostly 
in high schools but some in 
elementary and college.. Her 
fields were music and art, 
English and religion. 

Besides Manistee, she taught in 
Grand Rapids, Alpena and 
Detroit. . 

Sister Lisa has been very active 
in diocese work, in the Detroit 
and Saginaw diocese and; more 
recently, in the Gaylord one. 

She was a member of the

It’s a social event, a night out on the 
town, a whole lot of fun and you can 
even get to see some of the people you 
have been wanting to see for a long 
time. 

What is it? It’s an auction, and, like 
Jim Brannan says, everything is free 
until the last item is put on the block 
and sold. Auctions are happening 
frequently around these parts, 
especially since the Sherwood 
brothers opened up their auction 
house at the old Parrish Chevrolet 
garage behind the post office in 
downtown Boyne City. 

Last Thursday night, over 150 pople 
sat, stood, wandered, and bid on 
hundreds of items that were brought 
in and consigned to the evening’s 
auction. One member of the crowd 
remarked that there weren’t as many 
people at the auction that night as 
at the previous ones and put the 
cause on the Emmet County Fair 
which was having the stock auction at 
the same time. 

“They’re only so many people who 
will go to an auction and sit through 
the selling of a lot of items before the 
one item that attracts their attention 
causes them to bid,’’ said another 
Thursday night participant. And then 
he put in a bid on 4 box of items that 
he thought might contain something 
he could use. 

He proceeded to win the bid, and 
started sorting through the box 
before saying that some of the stuff he 
just bought would be thrown away, 
and the rest put out at his upcoming 
garage sale. 

“Why is it that all the ‘good’ stuff is 
put out last,’ lamented another 
auction goer, ‘while watching a table 


of glassware go up for bids. He 
evidently wanted to put in a bid on 
something else and wanted that item 
to go up next. 

If one of the keys to having a 
sucessful auction is the spreading of 
the good stuff with the junk, the 
auctioneers who control the sale had 
better be experts. Everything 
brought in has to go on the block and 
keeping the auction fast paced and 
moving is just part of the auctioneer’s 
show. 

Some auctioneers add a little humor 
just to break up the chant, slow the 
pace down, or up, and probably catch 
a short breath as they are constantly 
talking up a storm trying to get the 
highest prices they can for the 
merchandise on the block. Others just 
vary the things that are brought up to 
the table so nobody will get bored. 

The items brought into the sale last 
Thursday included a couple of cars, a 
16 foot counter with stools, silver 
plated dishes, watches and even old 
coins. Along with all the ‘‘junk’’ as 
some people call it. 

Estate auctions are a little different 
in that the person holding the auction 
owns everthing. The one person idea 
auction is used to sell off unneeded 
tools, clothing, furniture, toys and 
other things they have accumulated- 
over a period of time. The con- 
signment auction works a little 
different in that not everyone has a lot 
of items to sell and they bring them to 
the auction house along with dozens 
of others to make one large sale. 
There are hundreds of different kinds 
of auctions depending on what the 
items sold are used for like farming 
equipment, housewares, animals, and 
lots more. 


“Almost everyone could use an 
auction to sell off everything in- 
cluding the land the auction is held 
on,’’ one auctioneer said. 

Where else can you go to see your 
friends, have a good time looking over 
things you may need and things you 
don’t, and maybe get them at a 
ridiculously low price.

Meantime, the children were learning 
the harmonies of dance, rhythm, act- 
ing together, and imagination.

A nursery school is a great time for 
these things. No giant of institutional 
procedures stands over the class and 
says, you must sit at desks to learn to 
count. You must now clap your hands to 
the count—but not too loudly, there’s a 
class in the next room, and so on. 

No culture giant says the only 
dancing we do in this country is social 
dancing, except for people who do it on 
a stage as a profession. 

Oh, yes, there is more to nursery 


school than meets the eye. 

Or ear. When children sing, ‘‘White 
sheep, white sheep on a blue nill,’’ it 
isn’t only a pretty song that teaches 
them to match a pitch, carry a tune, stay 
together, and memorize—all valuable 
skills. 

But it’s also an important song 
because it uses metaphors: white 
sheep means clouds, blue hill mean sky. 

Poetry is made of metaphor. Science 
progresses by metaphor. It is valuable 
to become at home with metaphors. 

In nursery school, the teacher can 
single out all these important skills and 
combine them in a nursery school 
activity. 

A nursery school that does less is 
wasting children’s time. :

While most of the provisions in the 
recently-passed tax bill are aimed at 
reforming tax laws and closing tax 
loopholes, there are portions that will 
affect individuals which you should 
know about. 

Most of these measures go into effect 
January 1, 1983, and therefore will be 
reported on your 1984 income tax 
returns. 

--The tip reporting provision for 
people who work in restaurants means 
that for establishments with 10 em- 
ployees or more, at least eight percent 
of gross recbipts must be reported as 
tips for employees who get tips. 

Unless the employee voluntarily re- 
ports such income, the employer is 
required to include eight percent of the 
establishment’s income on the em- 
ployee’s W-2 form for tax purposes. 

--There are changes in allowable 
medical deductions. A person will be 
able to deduct medical expenses which 
are more than S percent of the 
taxpayer's adjusted gross income, in- 
stead of the current three percent. 

Casualty losses will be deductible if 
they exceed 10 percent of the person’s 
income, and after 1983, a person will no 
longer be able to deduct prescription 
drug costs over 1 percent of their 
income. 

--There will now be restrictions on 

deductions for contributions to cor- 
porate pension plans, many of which are 
used as tax shelters for wealthy people. 
The bill lowers the allowable deductible 
pension contribution from $45,475 per 
year, to $30,000, but increases the 
allowable contribution for the self- 
employed from $15,000 to $30,000 after 
1983. ; 
Other corporate plans are also af- 
fected. What this does is keep a lid on 
the use of pension plans to avoid paying 
taxes on wealthy incomes. 

--Federal employees will now be

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State jobless pay debt 
near $2 billion

Michigan's unemployment compen- 
sation insurance deht to the federal 
government, which may reach morz 
than $2 billion at the end of this year, 
will continue to worsen, according to a 
bulletin issued by the Citizens Research 
Council of Michigan. 

The council forecasts that the debt 
could increase to nearly $4 billion by 
1985, even with a declining unemploy- 
ment rate. 

Even if the current unemployment 
tate of 14.4 percent should decline to 
approximately 9.7 percent by 1985, 
there will still be a gap of almost $650 
million a year between the amount paid 
into the employment security system to 
the amount paid out. , 

The Michigan Employment Security 
Commission estimates that unemploy- 
ment would have to fall to 6.5 percent 
before the system’s income and outgo 
would be equal. ; 

Since 1980, average benefit payments 
have risen from $102 to.$160 a week, 
and they are expected to climb to $196 a 
week by 1985. . 

To bring the disparity between bene- 
fit payments and payroll taxes into line 


‘|. with it would require more than a 40 


percent reduction in benefits or a 75 
percent increase in payroll taxes, or 
some combination of the two, the 


council said. 


These actions would simply hold the 
accumulated debt at the 1982 level of 
$2.2 billion and further benefit reduc- 
tions or tax increases would still be 
needed to pay off that debt. - 

Another severe problem facing Mich- 
igan and its unemployment compensa- 
“tion fund is the payment of interest on 
the debt to the federal government.

A state could borrow from the federal 


_-government without interest and later 


repay the loan with inflation-cheapened*. 
dollars. Now the federal government 
charges 10 percent interest on new bor- 
rowing. 

The MESC estimates that by the end.. 
of 1982, the amount of interest-bearing’ 
loans will rise to $641 million. This will <0 
increase to $1.2 billion in 1983 and tae: 
$2.6 billion in 1985. 

’ As of September 30, 1985, the annual 
interest charge would approach $200 
million. 

It is obvious that the unemployment 
compensation crisis is an issue that will 
affect everyone in Michigan. If the state 
cannot repay its current debt to the 
federal government by November 10, an 
additional payroll tax will be imposed. 

Such a tax could hurt Michigan’s 
ability to bring in new business. 

There will be no easy solution to this 
problem. It is time to consider tighten- 
ing eligibility requirements and to 
eliminate benefit. indexing. We must 
take steps this fall to deal with this 
complex issue before it worsens. 

All of us in the Legislature must work 
with business leaders throughout the 
state to develop an effective. and fair 
solution to one of Michigan’s' most? 
difficult long-range problems. “»

It’s hard to imagine an 
auctioneer chanting away 
in ancient Babylonian, but 


then maybe that’s what it _ 


sounds like even today. 

Auctioneer Jim Bran. 
nan said it’s an old bus- 
iness, so sold it goes back 
before Bible times. 

Brannan’s auctioneer- 
ing goes back 28 years. ‘‘I 
followed auctions before 
that,”’ he said. '‘And then 
1 decided to be an 
auctioneer.’’ 

He is helped by his 
brother, Sam Brannan, 
and by sales rep Reva 
Eggers. The team espec- 
ially likes auctions in real 
estate although they have 
slowed down lately. 

His biggest job was the 
Blue Dot Race Horse 
Farm, he said. But any- 
thing can be auctioned 
off, he said. Like antique 
tractors. 

“A man flew in from 
England and bought 
two,’”’ Brannan said, but 
his eyes only twinkled 
when he was asked how 
he managed to advertise 
so widely. 

Brannan’s travels have 
taken him to auctions in 
Europe and Australia. 

Over there, he said, the 
English or the Australian 
auctioneer keeps crying 
the bid he has. ‘‘Here,”’ 
he said, ‘‘we keep all the 
chanting asking for the 
next higher bid. Conse- 
quently, in America we 
get more—are more suc- 
cessful.”” 

And we start from the 
bottom—but a Dutch 
flower auctioneer starts at 
the top. Brannan explain- 
ed. ‘You push the button 
at the lowest price you 
dare.”’ 

Brannan attended 
Reich American School of 
Auctioneering. He recom-

mended getting training. 
But he probably didn’t 
learn his sense of humor 
in auctioneering school. 
Brannan spills over with 
jokes that brighten the 
business of making a sale. 
“I like all shades of 
green,"’ he said. ‘‘Green 
gtass, green tractors— 
green money.”’ 
Charlevoix County has 
three auction businesses. 
Besides Brannan, there 
is Frank Potter of Char- 
levoix and the Sherwood 
brothers of Boyne City. 
Potter, who like Bran- 
nan is also in real estate, 
is listed in the phone book 
as Twin Shores Property. 
He said he was ‘‘the 
most bashful kid in the 
country,’’ but he wanted 
to be an auctioneer. 
““My cousin told me I 
couldn’t do it. That did 
it,’’ Potter said. 


Potter wears a cowboy 
hat and shirt in his role as 
auctioneer. When he’s 
not wearing the hat, he 
said, nobody knows him. 

With the hat, he runs 
farm sales, antique sales, 
all kinds of sales, includ- 
ing his auction barn every 
other Friday. 

Potter’s slow, easy 
speech contrasts sharply 
with his auctioneering 
rapid-fire chant. 

“It has a rhythm,’’ he 
said. ‘‘You learn to use 
your stomach instead of 
your vocal chords. That’s 
why you can do it all day 
and not get tired.”” 

Potter went to auction- 
eering school, but he said 
that's only the beginning. 
"You have to us it into 
practice.”’ 

His daughter runs the 
food concession. His son 
and daughter-in-law help 


him. His wife is cashier. 

Auctions change as 
times change. People are 
now buying strictly what 
they need, Potter said. 

But they also come for 
recreation. 

His friend Bill Marme 
said, ‘‘I can have more 
fun than going to a bar.”’ 

Potter himself enjoys 
the scene, the people 
visiting with each other, 
the jokes he can draw 
from the crowd. 

And things like the 
gtange sale he just did— 
he donated his services so 
the grange could put in a 
well—‘‘just to see all the 
people pitch in. That’s 
something,’’ he said. 

Sometimes you have to 
help people who are new 
at bidding. ‘‘Some people 
will bid if you just look at 
them,”’ he said. Some will 
raise their own bids. 


Then 
surprises. 

“My boy bought a 
bunch of Bibles in a box,” 
he said, ‘‘and found a 
handwritten letter from 
President Garfield.’’ 

And friends told him of 
buying a Chinese painting 
that nobody wanted—for 
the frame. They later 
found through the help of 
a professor that their five 
dollar purchase was worth 
$450. 

Auctioneering, to hear 
Potter describe it, sounds 
exciting. 

“Anyone could be an 
auctioneer,’’ ‘he said. 
“‘But you have to have a 
fairly fast mind...You 
have to watch your bid- 
ders, remember where 
they are, and not forget 
what dollar you're at.”” 

Potter said, yes, there 
were some very success- 
ful female auctioneers. 

The newest auctioneers 
in the county are the 
Sherwood brothers. Here 
again, help comes from 
the family. 

Leiand and Leonard 
Sherwood are helped by 
Len’s wife Pat, who is 
clerk, Leonard junior, Le- 
land’s son Rodney, and 
Stepdad Paul Shively. An- 
other helper is Dennis 
Kruzel. 

The Sherwood brothers 
started three years ago,
